In his first formal 
speech 
since his twin operations a week 
ago, Johnson said, “ Geminihas 
prepared well, for the more am­ 
bitious Apollo flights to com e.” 
“ The months ahead will 
not 
be easy as we reach toward the 
moon. 
We must broaden and 
extend our know-how based on 
the increased power of 
those 
mighty new boosters. But with 
Gemini as the forerunner, I am 
confident that we will 
over­ 
come 
the 
difficulties 
and 
achieve another 
su ccess,” he 
said. 
Johnson spoke at a ceremony 
at the LBJ Ranch in which the 
Gemini 
12 astronauts, 
Navy 
Capt. Jam es A. Lovell Jr. and 
Air Force Maj. EdwinE. Aldrin 
Jr., received the National Aero- 
natuics and 
Space 
Adminis­ 
tration 
Exceptional 
Service 
Award from him. 
Eight other persons 
promi­ 
nently 
connected 
with 
the 
Gemini program also received 
NASA awards. 
Among them were Dr. George 
E. 
M ueller, associate NASA 
director 
for 
manned space 
flights, 
and 
Charles 
W. 
Mathews, 
Project 
Gemini 
director, both of 
whom 
r e ­ 
ceived the Distinguished Ser­ 
vice Award; and Maj. 
Gen. 
Vincent G. Huston,commander 
of the Air Force Eastern Test 
Range, who was 
given 
the 
Outstanding Leadership Award. 
Johnson also arranged a later 
session with 
key advisers to 
discuss troop levels in Western 
Europe. 
“ The splendid performance of 
man and machine in the Gemini 
program has been a product of 
the American system ,” Johnson 
said. “ It is an example of that 
system at its best.” 
Johnson 
said 
he was esp e­ 
cially proud that “ our program 
has been carried out openly,” 
with m illions of people around 
the world watching on television 
as the Titan rockets took the 
astronauts skyward.

“This last year has been 
such a wonderful year and so 
I pray to God that I may never 
forget to tha^k Him each 
day.” 
That was one man s way of 
expressing thanks in the 20th 
century. But what about the 
place of Thanksgiving? 
Is it lost in the preparations 
for Christmas or submerged 
in the super­ 
market sale of 
turkeys or the 
s t a d i u m 
packed 
w i t h 
alumni 
plead­ 
ing for a game- 
ending 
touch- 
d o w n? 
I s 
T h a nksgiving 
just a nostalgic 


D«vld Poling “ 
England 
three centuries ago with its 
quaint banquet of Pilgrims 
and puzzled Indians, with no 
real connection to the free 
swinging days of 1966? 
There are convincing rea­ 
sons to believe that Thanks­ 
giving is not only one of the 
more vital and enduring holi­ 
days. but the most American 
festival of all. For Thanks­ 
giving may become a strong, 
quiet way to resolve a touchy 
religious issue which has un­ 
settled our public schools and 
disturbed too many communi­ 
ties. 
Thanksgiving has plenty to 
say to our swinging society 
which can be easily grounded 
by religious quarrels of racial 
skirmishes. We m u s t learn 
over 
and 
over 
again 
the 
meaning of strength out of 
diversity. Otherwise this plur­ 
alistic society will neither be 
great nor lasting. 
That first Thanksgiving of 
1621 was no little fish fry with 
a few scrawny turkeys and 
some Indian corn. 
Remember these Pilgrims 


had buried half their colony 
in a frightful winter of starva­ 
tion and sickness. 
Now the 
harvest had come and the re­ 
ligious fellowship recognized 
a wider community. The sur­ 
vivors were Pilgrims. Indians, 
believers, nonbelievers. 
To 
enjoy a three-day banquet the 
natural divisions of religious 
doctrine, political loyalty and 
party spirit were blended in­ 
to a h u m a n fellowship that 
made Thanksgiving natural. 
Thanksgiving, then, was a 
deep religious expression that 
meant unity and not division. 
More than a century later 
the American community had 
experienced a different crisis. 
The Revolutionary War was 
over but strife and uncertain­ 
ty 
unsteadied our national 
government. After bitter and 
bruising debate a new Con 
stitution was adopted. 
For 
George Washington, 1789 saw 
some dreams come true and 
his Thanksgiving 
proclama­ 
tion indicated the depths of 
his praise to God and his 
thanks for the young republic 
that was delivered from politi­ 
cal and social chaos. 
At almost any major turn 
in our c o u n t r y ’ s history, 
Thanksgiving has been the 
season to reflect upon the 
mood and hopes of the people. 
It has a binding quality, a 
healing capacity. 
Lincoln did not think es­ 


pecially of a turkey shoot or 
of a New England pumpkin 
when he issued a call for a 
day of Thanksgiving in 1863. 
He saw' the War Between the 
States drawing to a close. He 
saw an end to the terrible 
swift 
s w o r d 
t h a t 
was 
slaughtering the youth. 
So to him, Thanksgiving 
was the day to proclaim a 
better future after a bloody 
past. Take any Thanksgiving 
season in the years of crisis 
and 
you 
find 
presidents, 
governors and public officials 
touching upon the relevant 
events of the hour. 
Through the years. Thanks­ 
giving has b e e n a rallying 
point for all men of good will. 
It is a genuine holiday that 
united the religious communi­ 
ty in a way which neither 
Christmas nor E a s t e r can 
guarantee, for the union serv­ 
ices of the worship of God 
have a broad and generous 
range. 
The major religious bodies, 
Christian a n d non-Christian, 
are able to participate in com­ 
munity services without sticky 
discussions o v e r the sacra­ 
ments 
or 
particular 
ritual. 
This season the most Ameri­ 
can of holidays enjoys the sup­ 
port of the Ethical Culture 
Society, the J e w i s h syna­ 
gogue and the diocesan cathe­ 
dral. Thanksgiving is unclut­ 
tered by theological bone-pick­ 
ing and makes possible the 


free expression of thanks to 
God in new and unchartered 
ways. 


Thanksgiving 
observance 
has flexibility and resiliency 
to fit the needs and require­ 
ments 
o f 
t h e 
American 
people. For this reason alone, 
it offers opportunity for the 
future as well as reverence 
for the past. 
Some educators, politicians 
and religious leaders believe 
that Thanksgiving may offer 
a valuable clue to the future 
of 
religion 
in 
the 
public 
school. We must admit that 
prayer and Bible reading in 
the public schools have gen­ 
erated a n g r y controversies 
and 
unpleasant 
campaigns. 
(The recent Dirksen “amend­ 
ment'’ attempt indicates how 
final 
some 
c o n s i d e r the 
Supreme Court decision on 
the matter.) 
The history, tradition and 
practical qualities of Thanks­ 
giving may be one answer to 
the 
dilemma. 
By 
its very 
nature, the holiday is neutral 
in religion yet conscious of 
God’s blessings to all men. 
There never has been an ink­ 
ling of "sectarian” advantage 
yet the spiritual foundations 
are older than the Constitu­ 
tion, the Supreme Court and 
Congress 
itself. 
The 
New 
England feast of 
1621 
has 
something to say about the 
religious peace of 1966. 


Canada 
Offers 
Solution

new blast by 
Red China against the

Nations, Canada pushed today 
for the seating of both the Pek­ 
ing government and Nationalist 
China as part of a temporary 
solution to the China represen­ 
tation controversy. 
Canadian Foreign 
Secretary 
Paul Martin took note of 
the 
latest Peking statement in ad­ 
vancing his suggestion before 
the U.N. General Assembly. He 
departed from his prepared text 
briefly to say he was aware of 
the statements from Peking in 
the past 24 hours. But he did 
not comment further. 
He endorsed an Italian plan 
for a high-level 
study of the 
China question-rejected 
by 
Peking as “absurd” - but de­ 
clared that the proposal should 
spell out more specifically 
a 
set of guidelines to be followed 
in seeking a solution to 
the 
16-year stalem ate. 
Martin said 
Canada had laid 
down a three-point plan during 
private 
consultations 
it had 
been carrying on in recent days 
with leading U.N. 
members. 
The guidelines he suggested 
calling for an interim settle­ 
ment on the following basis; 
- Participation of Nationalist 
China in the General Assembly 
as a member 
“ representing a 
territory over which it exer­ 
cises effective 
jurisdiction.” 
- Participation 
in the assembly 
basis. 
- Participation 
in the Security 
permanent member. 
Martin stressed that his plan 
was intended only as a stopgap 
solution pending agreement on 
the territorial dispute between 
Red China and the Nationalist 
government on Form osa. 
“ I want to make it clear 
at 
this point,” he said, “ that the 
solution we envisage is in no 
way intended to imply the exist­ 
ence of two Chinas.” 


Army Recalls M-l to Offset A lc lr if i 


Shortage of Newer Rifles 
0 V 0 < tls 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army ran short of standard M14 
rifles in the United States dur­ 
ing September and October. 
The Pentagon, acknowledging 
today what it called a tempo­ 
rary 
shortage, 
said 
nearly 
15,000 retired Ml rifles were 
pulled from depot stocks to fill 
the gap. 


The .30 caliber Ml was phased 
out beginning in 1961 and suc­ 
ceeded by the lighter M14, a 
7.62mm weapon weighing about 
8 pounds. 
In response to questions, the 
Defense Department attributed 
the 
weapons deficit to 
“ in­ 
creased unit activations and 
concurrent 
increases in the 
training base requirem ents.” 
The 
Army has been training 
men at a rate of about 50,000 
a month, with a net monthly 
gainly of 20,000 to 25,000. 
The Pentagon 
emphasized 
that: 


--R eissu es of the old Ml end­ 
ed on Oct. 21 
and each man 
now armed with it will get the 
modern Ml 4 within four to six 
weeks. 
—Every new soldier has been 
and is being 
trained with the 
M l4 and no one who was given 
the older weapon was scheduled 
for overseas deployment. 
— No soldiers serving 
out­ 
side the continental 
United 
States are 
armed with 
the 
M l. 
Sources said the Pentagon has 
stepped up production of the 


new M16 rifle which has been 
going to troops in Viet Nam. 
The Ml 4 production lines were 
closed down two or three years 
ago, with the M16 envisioned as 
an interim replacement until 
the Army comes up with a new 
standard 
weapon 
for 
future 
years. 
Some 
military commanders 
favor the 6-pound, rapid firing 
M l6 for jungle warfare, but offi­ 
cers in other areas of the world 
such as Europe, prefer the M14. 
The 
M16 fires a 
5.56mm 
round, only slightly larger than 
the .22 caliber bullet used by 
small-game hunters. 
About 630,000 M16s have been 
ordered, 
officials said. 
The 
Army is getting nearly half,the 
Air Force and the Marines the 
remainder. 
One high military officer said 
the weapons shortage is not se­ 
rious and, in fact, “ as rifles go, 
this is pretty minute.” He de­ 
scribed it as indicative of prob­ 
lem s of distribution in an Army 
now totaling 1.3 million men and 
still growing. 
But the Army Tim es, an un­ 
official publication designed for 
servicem en, in today's edition 
quoted a source as saying the 
number of reissued M is ap. 
proached 30,000, twice that offi­ 
cially acknowledged. 
The Times said it inquired 
about the rifle shortage three 
weeks ago but added: “ The an­ 
swer was received from DOD 
(Department of Defense) after 
the November election.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Living 
costs rose four-tenths of one 
per cent last month as virtually 
all 
consumer goods and ser­ 
vices except food increased in 
price, 
the Labor Department 
reported today. 
Retail food prices went 
down 
two-tenths of one per cent, but 
costs continued up for housing, 
clothing, medical care, automo­ 
biles and i many other item s 
measured by the Bureau of La­ 
bor Statistics. 
The October increase, 
the 
ninth 
straight monthly 
rise, 
brought the index up to 114.5, 
meaning it cost $11.45 
last 
month to purchase item s worth 
$10 in the 1957-59 base period. 
As almost always, the 
in­ 
crease brought the consumer 
price to a new all-tim e high. 
The monthly index occasionally 
has remained stable, or even 
dropped slightly temporarily, 
but the long term trend has been 
upward. 
The bureau also reported that 
after-tax earnings of some 15 


million factory workers rose 11 
cents a week to $92.72 for single 
workers and 
to $100.65 
for 
workers with three dependents- 
but they lost 20 cents a week 
in purchasing power because of 
the continuing price hikes. 
Comm issioner 
Arthur 
M. 
R oss, asked whether the long 
upward spiral of prices could be 
described as inflationary, said, 
“ Obviously it's more than we 
like to se e.” 
P rices 
measured 
by

government in the consumer 
price index were 3.7 per cent 
higher over-all than a year ago, 
continuing the steepest clim b in 
nin^ years. 
Ross said if prices follow last 
year's November and December 
pattern, living costs over 1966 
will average out to 3.7 per cent 
higher than those in 1965.

Shortage of Newer Rifles 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army ran short of standard MI4 
rifles in the United States dur­ 
ing September and October. 
The Pentagon, acknowledging 
today what it called a tempo­ 
rary 
shortage, 
said 
nearly 
15,000 retired MI rifles were 
pulled from depot stocks to fill 
the gap. 


The .30 caliber MI was phased 
out beginning in 1961 and suc­ 
ceeded by the lighter M14, a 
7.62mm weapon weighing about 
8 pounds. 
In response to questions, the 
Defense Department attributed 
the 
weapons deficit to “ in­ 
creased unit activations and 
concurrent 
Increases in the 
training base requirements.” 
The 
Army has been training 
men at a rate of about 50,000 
a month, with a net monthly 
gainly of 20,000 to 25,000. 
The Pentagon 
emphasized 
that: 


--R eissues of the old MI end­ 
ed on Oct. 21 
and each man 
now armed with it will get the 
modern M14 within four to six 
weeks. 
••Every new soldier hasbeen 
and is being 
trained with the 
M14 and no one who was given 
the older weapon was scheduled 
for overseas deployment. 
•• No soldiers serving 
out­ 
side the continental 
United 
States are 
armed with 
the 
MI. 
Sources said the Pentagon has 
stepped up production of the 


new M16 rifle which has been 
going to troops in Viet Nam. 
The MI4 production lines were 
closed down two or three years 
ago, with the M16 envisioned as 
an interim replacement until 
the Army comes up with a new 
standard 
weapon 
for 
future 
years. 
Some military commanders 
favor the 6-pound, rapid firing 
MI6 for jungle warfare, but offi­ 
cers in other areas of the world 
such as Europe, prefer the M14. 
The 
M16 fires a 5.56mm 
round, only slightly larger than 
the .22 caliber bullet used by 
small-ga me hunters. 
About 630,000 M16s have been 
ordered, 
officials said. The 
Army is getting nearly half,the 
Air Force and the Marines the 
remainder. 
One high military officer said 
the weapons shortage is not se­ 
rials and, in fact, “as rifles go, 
this is pretty minute.” He de­ 
scribed it as Indicative of prob­ 
lem s of distribution in an Army 
now totaling 1.3 million men and 
still growing. 
But the Army Times, an un­ 
official publication designed for 
servicemen, in today's edition 
quoted a source as saying the 
number of reissued Mis ap­ 
proached 30,000, twice that offi­ 
cially acknowledged.

The Times said it inquired 
about the rifle shortage three 
weeks ago but added: “ The an­ 
swer was received from DOD

EVERY DAY IS TURKEY DAY 
As usual, turkey will be the entree when 
American 
families sit 
down to eat their 
Thanksgiving Day dinner on Thursday, Nov. 
24. 
Christmas provides another occasion for 
nationwide turkey consumption. Those two days 
used to be about the only bright spots of the 
year for breeders of the big gobblers. 
In 
recent years, though, turkey has come to be a 
staple instead of a holiday specialty food. 
Around 116 million turkeys will be raised this 
year, an increase of 11 per cent over 1965. 
The Agriculture Department estimates that per 
capita consumption for the year will amount to 
no less than 7.8 pounds. 
Aggressive promotion, improved packaging, 
and above all, low prices have contributed to 
the growing popularity of turkey. 
A 
five- 
pound bird will cost around $1.95 this year as 
against $2.75 in 1955. 
And chances are that 
today’s bird will have more meat per pound 
than one of a decade ago, thanks to improved 
breeding techniques. 
Convenience food producers can’t seem to get 
enough turkey. 
In the first half of ?966, about 
34 million pounds of ready-to-cook turkey were 
cut up for packages of parts and for TV din­ 
ners; 144 million pounds were used in frozen 
pot pies, boneless roasts and cooked turkey rolls. 
None of this has been lost on growers of cran­ 
berries, the traditional partner of turkey 
on 
holiday tables. Cranberry cocktail and “cran- 
apple” juice, two relatively new products, have 
proved so popular that they now take about 35 
per cent of the largest producer’s berries. A

salad, 
however, 
proved a flop.

THE ELECTIONS DOWN UNDER - Australia 
and New Zealand hold parliamentary elections 
on Saturday (Nov. 26). 
IF LYNDON B. JOHNSON were to run 
for 
political office in Australia or New Zealand 
there would be no contest. Indeed cynics Down 
Under are calling President Johnson’s recent 
rousing tour of Australia and New Zealand “the 
biggest political rally” ever held there. 
Every indication is that Johnson’s speeches 
will have a great effect on the elections in both 
countries on Saturday. 
Despite a good deal of 
sharply 
vocal 
dissent, both peoples 
seem 
heavily to support American policy in 
Viet 
Nam. 
What’s more, polls show that they are 
willing to continue to pay the price of support - 
sending their own troops there. 
Australia now has a 4500-strong task force 
fighting alongside Americans in Viet Nam. 
Our people can and do vouch that the Aussie 
is a resourceful, disciplined, and tough fighting 
man. 
Much smaller New Zealand has only an 
artillery unit with six guns in Viet Nam, but 
it is rendering also medical and economic aid. 
It is a safe bet that if both governments win 
the elections - and they are expected to do so 
handily - Americans will get more help in the 
Asian fighting. 
THE LIBERAL -COUNTY - coalition govern­ 
ment which has been in power in Australia since 
1949 now holds a 22-seat majority over the 
Labor party in the 124-seat House of Representa­ 
tives. 
If anything, this margin is expected to 
be increased. 
In New Zealand the National party govern­ 
ment, in power since 1960, is seeking a third 
three-year term. It holds 45 seats in the single 
chamber Parliament against 35 for the Labor 
party. 
. 
, 
Labor in both countries would have been wil­ 
ling to play down the Viet Nam issue. Govern­ 
ment leaders in both countries forced debate 
by pushing what they consider their biggest 
vote-getting issue, and President Johnson’s 
triumphal tour has proved a valuable additional 
boost. 
WHAT JOHNSON told the Aussies and the Kiwis 
in effect was: 
“We helped you in World War 
II, and we’ll help you again.” This was a trans­ 
parent but extremely compelling appeal to the 
deep fear Down Under of the threat of invasion 
by Asian hordes. Unspoken was the corollary: 
“ We expect 
you 
to help uc now.’’ 
Never­ 
theless, the message got across. 
Australia particularly is flexing its muscles. 
The commonwealth - at once the world’s largest 
island and smallest continent - continues to 
look to Western nations, and that more and more 
means the United States, for its protection. But 
it also intends to pursue a policy of self-help. 
The 1966-67 budget, first since Harold E. Holt 
became Prime Minister this year, provides for 
defense spending of $1.1 billion. This may not 
sound like much by American terms, but it 
represents an increase of 34 per cent over the 
previous record outlay of 1965-66 and double the 
spending of two years ago. 
Holt says in a recent interview: “The Austra­ 
lian people sleep much more securely at night 
because of their firm alliance with the United 
States of America. 
So it shouldn’t be sur­ 
prising for an Australian head of government to 
be giving as much encouragement as he possibly 
can to the American President and his colleagues 
in maintaining their resistance to aggression.”

People aren’t the only ones getting killed in 
increasing numbers on the nation’s highways. 
Deer are killed more frequently as new roads 
are pushed through near-forest areas and more 
traffic rolls down older highways. 
More than twice as many deer as human beings 
died in road accidents last year, one estimate 
says. 
A game official in a western state as­ 
sembled deer-auto accident statistics issued by 
state agencies throughout the nation. He dis­ 
covered deer highway deaths totaled 96,000, as 
compared with 47,000 persons killed. The deer 
auto death rate was up 24 per cent over 1964. 
To sportsmen, the deer highway toll means 
herds are depleted and some 4,800 tons of venison 
are wasted annually. 
To motorists, the average collision with a deer, 
according to a Michigan study, means $200 in 
damages, possible injury and in some cases, 
death. In all, collisions with deer cost motorists 
nearly $20 million every year. 
What can be done about it? 
One system that originated in the Netherlands 
attempts to keep deer away from the highways 
at night. 
At known crossing points, stainless 
steel reflectors are put up; the theory is that a 
headlight 
beam 
striking the 
reflector will 
frighten the deer back into the woods. 
Indiana officials reported 
a 75 per cent re­ 
duction in highway kills of deer in an area where 
the system was tried last year. One drawback: 
The Hoosier deer are whitetail, a variety that 
keeps to paths and trails, making location of the 
steel mirrors an easy choice. 
In Western states, the more common mule deer 
is far less predictable in his choice of crossing 
spots. 
One conclusion that might be drawn: Even four- 
footed jay walkers cause problems for highway 
officials.

Chance to Launch Own Labor 
Federation. 
Washington, D. C.: — There 
are very few authentic Reuther- 
oiogists. 
But from the handful of men 
who claim such distinction be­ 
cause of their 
intimacy with 
the rusty • haired Detroit la­ 
bor leader comes word that 
Walter Reuther had personal, 
ly attempted to launch 
a 
massive 
independent 
labor 
movement 
earlier this month. 
Its jurisdiction would have been 
the entire North American con­ 
tinent — from Hudson Bay to the 
south of old Mexico. 
Money would have been 
no 
problem. With $10 million in the 
treasuries of organizations he 
controls, 
his projects 
today 
have a healthier gold flow than 
the government. 
For some time now the rest- 
less Detroiter has been eager 
to bolt the AFL 
and revive 
the old CIO which he 
headed 
until both sides merged in '55. 
In the merged AFL-CIO he is 
a minority of one, though his 
union 
paid 
it $965,7 35.54 in 
per 
capita 
dues 
for the 
year ending June 30, 1965. With 
this money he 
could run his 
own central 
labor headquart­ 
ers in Washington. 
A few days before labor's 
high command was scheduled 
to 
meet here on Nov. 14 for 
a showdown on foreign policy, 
Reuther personally telephoned 
some of the old militants who 
were with him in the late Con­ 
gress of Industrial Organiza. 
tions (CIO). Until now these pri­ 
vate conservations have gone 
un reported.

EVERY DAY IS TURKEY DAY 
As usual, turkey will be the entree when 
American 
families sit 
down to eat their 
Thanksgiving Day dinner on Thursday, Nov. 
24. 
Christmas provides another occasion for 
nationwide turkey consumption. Those two days 
used to be about the only bright spots of the 
year for breeders of the big gobblers. 
In 
recent years, though, turkey has come to be a 
staple 
instead of a holiday specialty food. 
Around 116 million turkeys will be raised this 
year, an increase of ll per cent over 1965. 
The Agriculture Department estim ates that per 
capita consumption for the year will amount to 
no less than 7.8 pounds. 
Aggressive promotion, improved packaging, 
and above all, low prices have contributed to 
the growing popularity of turkey. 
A 
five- 
pound bird will cost around $1.95 this year as 
against $2.75 in 1955. 
And chances are that 
todays bird will have more meat per pound 
than one of a decade ago, thanks to improved 
breeding techniques. 
Convenience food producers can’t seem to get 
enough turkey. 
In the first half of ?966, about 
34 million pounds of ready-to-cook turkey were 
cut up for packages of parts and for TV din­ 
ners; 144 million pounds were used in frozen 
pot pies, boneless roasts and cooked turkey rolls. 
None of this has been lost on growers of cran­ 
berries, the traditional partner of turkey 
on 
holiday tables. Cranberry cocktail and “ cran- 
apple’* juice, two relatively new products, have 
proved so popular that they now take about 35 
per cent of the largest producer’s berries. A 
cranberry-cottage 
cheese 
salad, 
however, 
proved a flop.

THE ELECTIONS DOWN UNDER - Australia 
and New Zealand hold parliamentary elections 
on Saturday (Nov. 26). 
IF LYNDON B. JOHNSON were to run 
for 
political office in Australia or New Zealand 
there would be no contest. Indeed cynics Down 
Under are calling President Johnson’s recent 
rousing tour of Australia and New Zealand “ the 
biggest political rally*’ ever held there. 
Every indication is that Johnson’s speeches 
will have a great effect on the elections in both 
countries on Saturday. 
Despite a good deal of 
sharply 
vocal 
dissent, both peoples 
seem 
heavily to support American policy in 
Viet 
Nam. 
What’s more, polls show that they are 
willing to continue to pay the price of support - 
sending their own troops there. 
Australia now has a 4500-strong task force 
fighting alongside Americans in Viet Nam. 
Our people can and do vouch that the Aussie 
is a resourceful, disciplined, and tough fighting 
man. 
Much sm aller New Zealand has only an 
artillery unit with six guns in Viet Nam, but 
it is rendering also medical and economic aid. 
It is a safe bet that if both governments win 
the elections - and they are expected to do so 
handily - Americans will get more help in the 
Asian fighting. 
THE LIBERAL -COUNTY - coalition govern­ 
ment which has been in power in Australia since 
1949 now holds a 22-seat majority over the 
Labor party in the 124-seat House of Representa­ 
tives. 
If anything, this margin is expected to 
be increased. 
In New Zealand the National party govern­ 
ment, in power since 1960, is seeking a third 
three-year term. It holds 45 seats in the single 
chamber Parliament against 35 for the Labor 
party. 
Labor in both countries would have been wil­ 
ling to play down the Viet Nam issue. Govern­ 
ment leaders in both countries forced debate 
by pushing what they consider their biggest 
vote-getting issue, and President Johnson’s 
triumphal tour has proved a valuable additional 
boost. 
WHAT JOHNSON told the A ussies and the Kiwis 
in effect was: 
“ We helped you in World War 
II, and we’ll help you again.** This was a trans­ 
parent but extremely compelling appeal to the 
deep fear Down Under of the threat of invasion 
by Asian hordes. Unspoken was the corollary: 
“ We expect 
you 
to help uc now.** 
Never­ 
theless, the message got across. 
Australia particularly is flexing its m uscles. 
The commonwealth - at once the world’s largest 
island and smallest continent - continues to 
look to Western nations, and that more and more 
means the United States, for its protection. But 
it also intends to pursue a policy of self-help. 
The 1966-67 budget, first since Harold E. Holt 
became Prime Minister this year, provides for 
defense spending of $1.1 billion. This may not 
sound like much by American term s, but it 
represents an increase of 34 per cent over the 
previous record outlay of 1965-66 and double the 
spending of two years ago. 
Holt says in a recent interview: “ The Austra­ 
lian people sleep much more securely at night 
because of their firm alliance with the United 
States of America. 
So it shouldn’t be sur­ 
prising for an Australian head of government to 
be giving as much encouragement as he possibly 
can to the American President and his colleagues 
in maintaining their resistance to aggression.**

Thanksgiving to coin a phrase, ain't what 
it used to be 
The Pilgrims stalked and shot their own 
turkeys. Today, the center of attraction on 
the groaning board is prekilled, preplucked 
and p resifted . if not precooked. It may even 
come in a homogenized loaf which, like a 
record of excerpts from musical 
master­ 
pieces. has “all the hard parts taken out.” 
A century ago on Thanksgiving, we are 
told, the custom was to make an excursion 
into the country to visit one s grandparents. 
Today, grandma s house is as likely as not a 
high-rise a p a r t m e n t 
building and the 
children ride an elevator, not a horse-drawn 
carriage, to get there 
Half a century ago. the only holiday enter­ 
tainment was what a family could provide 
for itself in the form of conversation and 
games and looking at pictures through the 
stereo pf icon. 
Today, television mass feeds 
our minds just as the modern food processing 
industry mass feeds our stomachs. 
No. Thanksgiving isn t what it used to be. 
It hasn t been for a long time and it never 
will Ik* again. 
Vet it isn t T hanksgiving that has changed. 
A m erica has changed and ^ ch an gin g, but 
the reasons each generation continues to 


celebrate this festival are timeless and endur­ 
ing. 
Thanksgiving is. as it always was even be­ 
fore it became an official holiday, the one 
day in the year when Americans across the 
land pause from their daily work to gather 
within the bosom 
of tl;eir own 
families 
simply to give thanks. 
To give thanks for many things. For big 
things— like a c o u n t r y that is free and 
prosperous and is still pursuing that great 
experiment c a l l e d democracy. 
For little 
things— like a home, a full table, healthy 
kids and the wherewithal to maintain them. 
And because we give special thanks on 
this clay, we are perhaps more aware than 
on any other day that there are many, even in 
our own country, who have much less reason 
to be grateful. Our hearts go out to them, 
and like the Pilgrims who invited the Indians 
to the first Thanksgiving, we would share our 
happiness with them if we could. 
America is changing, more rapidly with 
every year 
If our ancestors from any previ­ 
ous period could come back to see what 
America is like in 19B6. they might feel they 
had arrived on another planet. 
But one thing would tell them they w ere 
at home. That one thing is the living spirit 
of Thanksgiving.

People aren’t the only ones getting killed in 
increasing numbers on the nation’s highways. 
Deer are killed more frequently as new roads 
are pushed through near-forest areas and more 
traffic rolls down older highways. 
More than twice as many deer as human beings 
died in road accidents last year, one estimate 
says. 
A game official in a western state a s­ 
sembled deer-auto accident statistics issued by 
state agencies throughout the nation. He d is­ 
covered deer highway deaths totaled 96,000, as 
compared with 47,000 persons killed. The deer 
auto death rate was up 24 per cent over 1964. 
To sportsmen, the deer highway toll means 
herds are depleted and some 4,800 tons of venison 
are wasted annually. 
To m otorists, the average collision with a deer, 
according to a Michigan study, means $200 in 
damages, possible injury and in some cases, 
death. In all, collisions with deer cost motorists 
nearly $20 million every year. 
What can be done about it? 
One system that originated in the Netherlands 
attempts to keep deer away from the highways 
at night. 
At known crossing points, stainless 
steel reflectors are put up; the theory is that a 
headlight 
beam 
striking the 
reflector will 
frighten the deer back into the woods. 
Indiana officials reported 
a 75 per cent re­ 
duction in highway kills of deer in an area where 
the system was tried last year. One drawback: 
The Hoosier deer are whitetail, a variety that 
keeps to paths and trails, making location of the 
steel m irrors an easy choice. 
In Western states, the more common mule deer 
is far less predictable in his choice of crossing 
spots. 
One conclusion that might be drawn: Even four- 
footed jay walkers cause problems for highway 
officials.

From an original force of 55 
men and a handful of civilian 
employees, 
the 
Patrol 
has 
grown to an organization 
of 
more than 1,000 persons. 
The Patrol was created by an 
act passed 
by the Fifty-sixth 
General Assembly. 
The first 
M issouri State Highway Patrol 
assembled in Jefferson City on 
November 23, 
1931, and were 
assigned to their respective pa­ 
trol areas over the State. On 
the following day they 
began 
active duty on the highways. 
The first Patrol superinten­ 
dent 
was 
Lewis 
Ellis 
of 
Bethany, 
Missouri. 
It 
was 
Colonel Ellis who 
coined the 
phrase, "Gentlemen 
who en­ 
force the law.*’ 
The 
superintendent 
is 
ap­ 
pointed by and serves at 
the 
pleasure 
of the 
governor. 
Colonel Ellis served for nearly 
two years, until a change 
of 
administration when ColonelB. 
M. Casteel was appointed 
to 
adm inister 
the 
department. 
Following 
Colonel Casteel as 
governor - 
appointed super­ 
intendents were Colonels M. S. 
Ginn, Hugh H. 
Waggoner. 
D. E. Harrison and E. I. (Mike) 
Hockaday. 
Three men, Captains A. 
D. 
Sheppard, W. J, Ramsey and O. 
L. Wallis, have served as acting 
superintendents.

NEW YORK (AP) — All that 
talk about the good old days, 
forget it. If you ate like the Pil­ 
grims,

That's for just 
plain turkey,dressing, cranber­ 
ry sauce, pumpkin pie and all 
that. 
You might want to do without 
wild rice, though. There was too 
much 
water

$9.33 a pound, nearly double the 
price of a year ago.

Be Expensive Today 


NEW YORK (AP) — All that 
talk about the good old days, 
forget it. If you ate like the Pil­ 
grims, 
Thursday's 
Thanks­ 
giving dinner would cost 
you 
about 
three times as much. 
And you would have to skip 
the cranberries and pumpkin 
pie. 
Once wild turkeys were plen­ 
tiful near Plimoth Plantation in 
Massachusetts, and bear and 
venison were mainstays for din­ 
ner. 
But now wild turkey ls$2.35a 
pound, native black bear roast 
$3.50, and venison back roast 
$2.55. 
If you wanted to throw a little 
17th-century Thanksgiving din­ 
ner for 142-52 colonists and 90 
Indians — it would cost you 
$678.76, or $4.78 a person. 
That's with wild turkey, veni­ 
son, bear, mussels, ecus and 
succotash;"' 
"*»<>• Ie*' L im o */ 
If you'd settle for the tradi­ 
tional 20th-century version, you 
could scrape by for $214.77 — 
$1.51 a person. That's for just 
plain turkey, dressing, cranber­ 
ry sauce, pumpkin pie and all 
that. 
You might want to do without 
wild rice, though. There was too 
much 
water 
in Minnesota's 
lakes this year, and the wild 
rice grown there is selling for 
$9.33 a pound, nearly double the 
price of a year ago. 
In New England, they say, 
Gov. 
William Bradford pro­ 
claimed the first Thanksgiving 
in 1621. In Virginia, where ev­ 
erything is a little older, they 
say the first celebration was at 
Jamestown in 1619. 
The Pilgrims didn't leave any 
engraved menus around. Nei­ 
ther did their Indian guests. The 
experts can only guess what 
they ate. 
The good ladies at Plimoth 
Plantation, the reconstructed 
village in Massachusetts, lave 


turned up a letter Edward Wins­ 
low wrote in December 1621, 
telling of fish and fowl in abun­ 
dance, eels in September, mus­ 
sels, grapes — both red and 
white, and Indians who brought 
oysters. 
Bradford Smith, a descendant 
of the governor, says there were 
wild turkeys, eels, fish, com 
bread and wine, but no potatoes 
and probably no onions, cran­ 
berries, pie or sugar. 
Other historians talk about 
roast turkey, venison, bear, 
geese, ducks, fish, corn bread, 
nuts, succotash, journey cake, 
corn pumpkins and honey. 
The Associated Press took 
this shopping list to a super- 
maket chain and a New York 
store that sells gourmet foods to 
see how much the 17th-century 
dinner would cost today. 
The bill, rounded off, adds up

It adds up to a lot more than 
what usually 
is cited as the 
most expensive 
Thanksgiving 
dinner in modern tim es-$2.15 
per person back in 1951.

WASHINGTON • When George 
Washington 
first 
asked con­ 
gress in 1789 to set aside a 
national 
Thauksgiving 
Day 
to be observed by the entire 
country there was vigorous ob­ 
jection that he was trampling 
on states' rights. 
The objection came from the 
Reaganites and the Liberty Lob- 
byites of those 
early days, 
only they happened to 
be 
Democrats. It was the Republi­ 
cans who then wanted a cen­ 
tralized government in Wash­ 
ington. 
So, because of Democratic 
opposition, Thanksgiving 
did 
not 
become a national holi­ 
day 
until three • quarters of 
a 
century later; and it 
was 
the grocers and wine 
mer­ 
chants 
who were then largely 
responsible. It was in 1845 that 
Washington 
wine 
merchants, 
awakening to the possibilities 
advertising ‘‘sixty barrels 
of 
White Wine, 
forty barrels of 
champagne 
and New 
York 
Cider, all by 
recent packet— 
York via Alexm- 


ism,” a change in the Marxist- 
Lenin doctrine of the inevitabili­ 
ty of a clash between Commu­ 
nism and Capitalism. 
The aging 
Mao - Ts e-Tung, 
alarmed over the challenge to 
his power, originally organized 
the Red Guard - several mil­ 
lion youngsters who 
have 
flocked to Peking, 
swamping 
the railroads and tying up Pek­ 
ing traffic with such long pa­ 
rades that Mao has finally got 
tired of shivering in the 
re­ 
viewing stand as they marched 
past.

Chines too unpredictable,

complicated and too dangerous. 
In contrast, Russian Commu­ 
nism 
in the 
49 years since 
the Bolshevik 
revolution has 
settled down to a fairly method­ 
ical bureaucracy. 
The 
Rus­ 
sians 
want to keep it that 
way. 
This vortex of change in the 
Communist world is probably 
the most important single world 
development in the past ten 
years, and is one reason Am­ 
bassador Arthur Goldberg pri­ 
vately disagrees with his col­ 
leagues in the State Department 
that China cannot be isolated 
and must be taken into theU.N. 
Ambassador Goldberg is a 
loyal member of the 
Johnson 
team and is carrying out State 
Department 
orders in 
New 
York. Inside the State depart­ 
ment, however, he has argued 
that it's time for a new Amer­ 
ican approach to China and the 
United Nations, that it's easier 
to deal with China within 
the 
temily of nations 
rather than 
as a belligerent outsider and

adopt a two • China policy of 
admitting both Formosa and 
Peking to the U.N. 
There was a time,

Today, 121 years later, I 
submit that the chief problem 
facing the United States is one

worry much about, the chaotic 
restlessness of a country half­ 
way around the world-Commu­ 
nist China. This is a nation so 
complex, so complicated, and so 
potentially dangerous that we 
simply 
shove it into the back­ 
ground. Yet it cannot be shoved 
under the rug in the manner our 
state department wishes. 
The chief reason China is so 
dangerous 
is that it is gov­ 
erned by 
leaders who have 
indicated 
publicly 
that they 
would not be averse to losing 
some of their vast 700,000,000 
manpower in an atomic war; 
and because these leaders have 
now developed nuclear weap­ 
ons, plus limited missiles with 
which to deliver them. 
This Thanksgiving week, in­ 
telligence reports 
reaching 
Washington state that China’s 
leaders, in order to divert at­ 
tention from their own inter­ 
nal 
difficulties 
may 
send 
troops into North Viet Nam. 
China’s frontier with North 
Viet Nam is wide open. 
The 
main road and railroads 
are 
manned 
by 
40,000 Chinese 
volunteers. A Chinese 
army 
could move down these routes 
with ease. If so, U. S. forces 
in South Viet Nam would prob­ 
ably suffer the same problems 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur didin 
Korea. 
The chief reason China 
is 
complicated is that 
we have 
kept her isolated. During the 
McCarthy witch • hunting days,

LOUIS (AP) — Research 
chem ists at Monsanto Co. say 
they have discovered that a poi­

Clifford N. Matthews, a Mon­ 
santo chemist, said Monday the 
experiments have resulted in a 
new theory on the origin of pro­ 
teins, the main chemical sub­ 
stance in all life on earth. 
He said the experiments also 
may result in the development 
of synthetic foods. 
Matthews and Robert E. Mo­ 
ser, another scientist, said they 
mixed methane and ammonia. 
They 
then 
shot 
electricity 
through the gaseous mixture for 
about 24 hours. The electricity 
was representative of the high 
energy believed to abound in 
primitive earth. 
The result was hydrogen cy­ 
anide gas which was allowed to 
stand and mix with itself. 
“ The result was a black sol­ 


id,” said Matthews and Moser. 
“ Then we added water and the 
result was a brown scum which 
we believe once covered the 
earth. 
Both scientists said the scum 
was full of protein-like chunks

The Scriptures 
indicate that there will be some 
who will desperately try not to 
do so. “ There will be those who 
will cry for the rocks and the 
mountains to fall upon them .. ” 
But 
survival 
after death is 
compulsory. Whether we choose 
to survive or not has nothing 
to do with it. We are created 
an eternal spirit, and whether 
we want to survive death does 
not m atter. We will survive, all 
of us. 
We are Spirits. We have bod­ 
ies. I am a Spirit. I have and use 
a body. This eternal spirit with­ 
in 
me which is 
the real me 
survives 
forever. We recog­ 
nize

every day in our 
normal 
conversations.

This, I think, is

its beauties and bliss from our 
aw areness. But there have been 
times 
in human history when 
God 
has allowed 
that veil to 
part — the spiritual radio and 
television apparatus 
has been 
turned 
on momentarily —. It 
parted 
or Jesus, you rem ­ 
ember, 
and for Peter, Jam es 
and John on the Mount of Trans­ 
figuration. They talked to those 
on the other side. 
Not only 
Jesus saw them, but the dis­ 
ciples saw them. 
This Is the “ beyond” within

Where Is Heaven? It Is all 
about is in a 
5th Dimension. 
An awareness of 
it is a

sense of a 5th Dimension. This 
isn’t 
m ysticism .' 
It 
isn’t 
spiritualism . 
It is a spiritual 
sensitivity reaching 
beyond 
the worl d of sight, sound, touch 
taste and sm ell. “ Seeing that 
we are encompassed by such a 
great 
cloud of witnesses. . .” 
The fourth question often asked 


about eternity is Will We Know 
Each Other? 
Will we know 
each other in Eternity? 
I think the answer is Yes — but 
a qualified yes. 
We 
will know 
each other 
in eternity 
to the extent that 
we 
have known 
each other 
spiritually here. 
Remember 
this 
about e te r­ 
nity -- any relationship 
that 
depends upon 
the physical 
only, or on money, or influence, 
or position in society, or even 
on personality, will not exist. 
We will know each other as we 
have communed with each other 
spiritually in this life. 
It is conceivable 
that a hus­ 
band 
and 
wife 
who have 
never known each other sp irit­ 
ually here will not know each 
other 
over there, 
because 
there are some people 
who 
live together and recognize each 
other physically 
and 
never 
really know 
each other sp ir­ 
itually. We will know others to 
the extent 
that we have known 
them spiritually 
here. 
No 
spiritual communication here -- 
no communication there . . . . 
Another question often asked 
about eternity is Can We Enjoy 
Heaven Even If Loved Ones Are 
Not There? 
I believe 
the answer is de­ 
finitely yes. Our heaven does 
not depend upon any other p er­ 
son on the other side of death 
any more than It 
depends on 
any other person on this side of 
death. It Is 
entirely possible 
for me 
to long for the salva­ 
tion of my loved ones and still 
have total peace in my own soul. 
No man ever 
was burdened 
for the souls of men as Jesus 
was, and yet no man was ever 
as 
completely 
happy and at 
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peace 
as Jesus. 
I know a man 
whose 
wife 
seem s bent on destroying every 
bit 
of 
happiness he has. He 
longs 
for her and her salva­ 
tion, but I have never known a 
more spiritually radiant man. 
God made this wonderful com­ 
bination 
possible 
throughout 
eternity - to long for the ones 
you love spiritually, but at the 
same 
time 
to be 
totally at 
peace in your own soul 
I believe 
the answer Is Yes, 
we can have Heaven 
regard­ 
less of the eternal 
destiny of 
any other human being. 
Another 
question often asked 
about eternity Is Will We Have 
An Opportunity 
To Choose 
After Death? 
Will we have an 
opportunity 
to choose 
for 
God or against God after death? 
I think not, but I believe psy­ 
chologically the answer could 
be yes. Bt lam thoroughly con­ 
vinced If 
so, we would make 
basically the same choices as 
we have made here.If we have 
chosen for God and for good all 
perfectly natural to choose God 
and good and draw a little clos­ 
e r to Him throughout eternity. 
If we have always chosen again­ 
st God and against good here, 
there 
Is 
no 
reason why we 
should 
not 
continue to do so 
after death. 
It is 
entirely possible 
that 
with every choice against God 
that we make in this life, we 
are making it more likely that 
we will make the same choices 
against 
God in the next life. 
And I am relatively 
certain 
that there will be those who by 
the time they reach the point 
of death will have very little 
knowledge of 
what they ought 
to choose, because 
they have 
chosen 
wrong so often. 
The 
faculties of the soul lose their 
receptibility. 
Our 
choices 
in 
eternity 
will not 
be basically different 
from our choices made here. 
The last question which I want 
to mention is the one most of­ 
ten asked about eternity - real - 
ly 
it 
is two questions. Will 
God Condemn Anyone To E te r­ 
nal Hell? 
Will Some 
People 
Be Eternally Lost? 
I think 
the answer to the 
first question is no. God would 
never condemn any person. God 
does not condemn. God never 
punishes. 
God chastises 
but 
never punishes. 
I am old enough to rem em ber 
the horse and buggy days, al­ 
though 
I never had 
any p e r­ 
sonal experience. But I do know 
that when the horses or mules 
used to get out of line, 
the 
driver would tap them with the 
whip and put them back in line. 
That is chastisement. But when 
the farm er 
unharnessed 
his 
horses because they had been 
stubborn, and took his whip and 
beat them, 
That Was Punish­ 
ment. 
God never punishes, God chas­ 
tises. 
God 
never holds 
a 


grudge. God 
will never con­ 
demn a person to hell. When a 
person 
goes to hell, he goes 
against God’s will. In fact, God 
has built a wall around hell to 
keep us 
out. If we go there, 
we go against His Will. 
The answer 
to the second 
question 
Will Some 
People 
Be Eternally Lost? is 
yes. 
There 
will be souls eternally 
lost. 
I have gone through periods 
of believing that ultimately ev­ 
ery soul would be saved in the 
invinite love and forgiveness of 
God, 
But I do not believe it 
now. There is nothing 
in the 
Scriptures that supports such 
a belief. That would mean 
the 
breaking of the free will of man, 
and God will never violate the 
free 
will of 
man. There will 
be souls 
that will eternally 
walk 
away from God by their 
own choice. 
Do you remember 
the Elder 
brother in the story of 
the 
Prodigal Son? 
He 
could 
have been in the house enjoying 
the party and been happy. But 
he 
chose to sit 
outside 
in 
the 
edge of darkness feeling 
sorry for himself and m iser­ 
able. 
Multiply 
that choice a 
million times and you have the 
choice between heaven and hell. 
I have tried 
to talk and pray 
for dying 
people 
who would 
not change. I remember a few 
years ago trying to pray for a 
dying man who knew he 
was 
dying. As I held his hand while 
praying, his 
last ounce 
of 
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energy 
was spent In trying to 
pull his hand 
out 
of mine, 
resisting 
to 
death 
any ef­ 
fort to save him. 
If they will not change know­ 
ing they are dying, why would 
they change 
five minutes af­ 
ter 
death 
and begin to make 
loving choices? There Will Be 
Souls Eternally Lost. 
Those who choose to walk di­ 
rectly away from God day af­ 
ter day 
will do It throughout 
eternity. Salvation is not a mat­ 
ter of Where 
we are. Salva­ 
tion is a matter of Which Di­ 
rection we are moving. 
My friend, if you are day by 
day 
moving a little 
nearer 
God, that Is 
Heaven, 
and 
eventually you will know it In all 
its splendor. 
If you day by day moving 
a 
little 
father 
away from God, 
•that is Hell, 
and eventually 
you will know it in all its ter­ 
ror.

to possess it in its wonderful 
form after death. 
When 
the Disciples 
asked 
Jesus: “When is lily Kingdom 
coming?” He answered: “ The 
Kingdom is already here. The 
Kingdom of Heaven 
is within 
you.” 
Ami only* that which we have 
today of flortous ,oy in Christ­ 
ian 
experience here can 
be 
multiplied infinitely in the life 
to come. We must possess the 
quality of it in this life, if we 
are to possess it t>eyond death. 
When does eternity begin? It has 
begun already. We are In it now. 
The third question that is of­ 
ten asked 
about eternity 
is 
Where Is Heaven? 
I believe 
the answer is; It 
dimension with a thin veil hang­ 
ing between this life and 
the 
next. Let me illustrate 
it 
scientifically 
and 
yet in a 
way easily understood. 
In this Sanctuary this morn­ 
ing there are many pictures 
floating around in the air. You 
don’t 
see them, do you? But if 
we brought in a television set 
and tuned it in, turning from 
channel to channel, we would 
bring 
every one of those pic­ 
tures into view. 
There 
are 
many voices 
speaking and many musical In­ 
struments 
making sounds in 
this sanctuary 
at this 
very 
minute. 
Yet you do not hear 
them, but let me turn on this 
radio and move from number to 
number o tile dial. Believe it? 
Well, listen ............ 


This, I think, is 
an illus­ 
tration on a level imderstood 
by every one of us of the way 
Heaven is all about us. Yet 
there Is a thin veil obscuring 
Its beauties and bliss from our 
awareness. But there have been 
times 
In human history when 
God 
has allowed that veil to 
part — the spiritual radio and 
television apparatus 
has been 
turned on momentarily —. It 
parted 
or 
jesus, you rem­ 
ember, 
and for Peter, james 
and john on the Mount of Trans­ 
figuration. They talked to those 
on the other side. 
Not only 
Jesus saw them, but the dis­ 
ciples saw them. 
This is the ‘^beyond” within 
us, that sphere of reality high­ 
er than our fingers can reach 
and deeper 
than our minds 
can fathom. 
I have seen many people die. 
How often 
they sit ig> in bed 
and look across 
the room as lf 
looking into the distance, with 
a wonderful 
expression as lf 
they 
were 
beginning to see 
through that veil. My dear old 
grandmother, who was a saint 
if I ever knew one, keep wav­ 
ing 
her hand 
for hours be­ 
fore she passed on in tor nine­ 
ties. She kept calling the name 
of my grandfather who had pre­ 
ceded her by many years. 
Where Is Heaven? It is all 
about is in a 
5th Dimension. 
An awareness of 
it la a 
6th 
sense of a 5th Dimension. This 
isn’t 
mysticism.' 
It 
isn’t 
spiritualism. 
It is a spiritual 
sensitivity reaching 
beyond 
the wort d of sight, sound, touch 
taste and sm ell. “ Seeing that 
we are encompassed by such a 
great 
cloud of witnesses. . 
The fourth question often asked 


about eternity is Will We Know 
Each Other? 
Will we know 
each other in Eternity? 
I think the answer is Yes — but 
a qualified yes. 
We 
will know 
each other 
in eternity 
to the extent that 
we 
have known 
each other 
spiritually here. 
Remember 
this 
about eter­ 
nity — any relationship 
that 
depends upon 
the physical 
only, or on money, or influence, 
or position in society, or even 
on personality, will not exist. 
We will know each other as we 
have communed with each other 
spiritually in this life. 
It is conceivable 
that a hus­ 
band 
and 
wife 
who have 
never known each other spirit­ 
ually here will not know each 
other 
over there, 
because 
there are some people 
who 
live together and recognize each 
other physically 
and 
never 
really know each other spir­ 
itually. We will know others to 
the extent 
that we have known 
them spiritually 
here. 
No 
spiritual communication here -- 
no communication there . . . . 
Another question often asked 
about eternity is Can We Enjoy 
Heaven Even if Loved Ones Are 
Not There? 
I believe 
the answer is de­ 
finitely yes. Our heaven does 
not depend upon any other per­ 
son on the other side of death 
any more than it 
depends on 
any other person on this side of 
death. It is entirely possible 
for me 
to long for the salva­ 
tion of my loved ones and still 
have total peace in my own soul. 
No man ever 
was burdened 
for the souls of men as Jesus 
was, and yet no man was ever 
as 
completely 
happy and at 


peace 
as Jesus. 
I know a man 
whose 
wife 
seem s bent on destroying every 
bit 
of happiness he has. He 
longs 
for her and her salva­ 
tion, but I have never known a 
more spiritually radiant man. 
God made this wonderful com­ 
bination 
possible 
throughout 
eternity - to long for the ones 
you love spiritually, but at the 
same 
time 
to be 
totally at 
peace in your own soul. 
I believe 
the answer is Yes, 
we can have Heaven 
regard­ 
less of the eternal 
destiny of 
any other human being. 
Another 
question often asked 
about eternity is Will We Have 
An Opportunity 
To Choose 
After Death? 
Will we have an 
opportunity 
to choose 
for 
God or against God afterdeath? 
I think not, but I believe psy­ 
chologically the answer could 
be yes. Bt lam thoroughly con­ 
vinced if 
so, we would make 
basically the same choices as 
we have made here.If we have 
chosen for God and for good all 
perfectly natural to choose God 
and good and draw a little clos­ 
e r to Him throughout eternity. 
If we have always chosen again­ 
st God and against good here, 
there 
is 
no 
reason why we 
should 
not 
continue to do so 
after death. 
It is 
entirely possible 
that 
with every choice against God 
that we make in this life, we 
are making it more likely that 
we will make the same choices 
against 
God in the next life. 
And I am relatively 
certain 
that there will be those who by 
the time they reach the point 
of death will have very little 
knowledge of 
what they ought 
to choose, because 
they have 
chosen 
wrong so often. 
The 
faculties of the soul lose their 
receptlbility. 
Our 
choices 
in eternity 
will not 
be basically different 
from our choices made here. 
The last question which I want 
to mention is the one most of­ 
ten asked about eternity - real­ 
ly 
it 
is two questions. Will 
God Condemn Anyone To Eter­ 
nal Hell? 
Will Some 
People 
Be Eternally Lost? 
I think 
the answer to the 
first question Is no. God would 
never condemn any person. God 
does not condemn. God never 
punishes. 
God chastises 
but 
never punishes. 
I am old enough to remember 
the horse and buggy days, al­ 
though 
I never had 
any per­ 
sonal experience. But I do know 
that when the horses or mules 
used to get out of line, 
the 
driver would tap them with the 
whip and put them back in line. 
That is chastisement. But when 
the farmer 
unharnessed 
his 
horses because they had been 
stubborn, and took his whip and 
beat them, 
That Was Punish­ 
ment. 
God never punishes, God chas­ 
tises. 
God 
never holds 
a 


ing 
the quality of our eternity 
with the passing of everyday. 
The attitude of the real Christ­ 
ian is not “ I 
will stand 
the 
troubles of this life and the un­ 
happiness of this life so that I 
might have happiness in heaven 
after 
death.” Any Christian 
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grudge. God 
will never con­ 
demn a person to hell. When a 
person 
goes to hell, he goes 
against God’s will. In fact, God 
has built a wall around heil to 
keep us 
out. If we go there, 
we go against His Will. 
The answer 
to the second 
question 
Will Some 
People 
Be Eternally Lost? is 
yes. 
There 
will be souls eternally 
lost. 
I have gone through periods 
of believing that ultimately ev­ 
ery soul would be saved in the 
invinite love and forgiveness of 
God. 
But I do not believe it 
now. There is nothing 
in the 
Scriptures that .supports such 
a belief. That would mean 
the 
breaking of the free will of man, 
and God will never violate the 
free 
will of 
man. There will 
be souls 
that will eternally 
walk 
away from God by their 
own choice. 
Do you rem em ber 
the Elder 
brotner in the story of 
the 
Prodigal Son? 
He 
could 
have been in the house enjoying 
the party and been happy. But 
he 
(hose to sit 
outside 
in 
the 
edge of darkness feeling 
sorry for himself and m iser­ 
able. 
Multiply 
that choice a 
million tim es and you have the 
choice between heaven and hell. 
I have tried 
to talk and pray 
for dying 
people 
who would 
not change. I rem em ber a few 
years ago trying to pray for a 
dying man who knew he 
was 
dying. As I held his hand while 
praying, his 
last ounce 
of 
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energy 
was spent in trying to 
pull his hand 
out 
of mine, 
resisting 
to 
death 
any ef­ 
fort to save him. 
If they will not change know­ 
ing they are dying, why would 
they change 
five minutes af­ 
te r 
death 
and begin to make 
loving choices? There Will Be 
Souls Eternally Lost. 
Those who choose to walk di­ 
rectly away from God day af­ 
ter day 
will do it throughout 
eternity. Salvation is not a mat­ 
ter of Where 
we are. Salva­ 
tion is a m atter of 
Which Di­ 
rection we are moving. 
My friend, if you are day by 
day 
moving a little 
nearer 
God, that is 
Heaven, 
and 
eventually you will know it in all 
its splendor. 
If you day 
by day moving 
a 
little 
father 
away from God, 
•that Is Hell, 
and eventually 
you will know it in all its te r­ 
ror.
